Amphenol Corporation has announced a new coaxial cable with a sheath of solid 
aluminum foil which reportedly has a higher performance than existing cables. 


The cable is equal in size to the RG59/U cable, and on shielding tests was 
rated 80 to 90 db down compared to 30 db down for the standard RG59/U. 


Amphenol said the new cable, called the BC-59, is 304 lighter, and has a 5% 
better attenuation performance than RG59/U. Cost for the BC-59 is 30 to 40% 
higher than for standard RG59/U cable.
